Insurance company identified tho policy 
for $3000 made out in the name of Baum 
and testified to the payment; of the death 
claim for that amount to Mrs. Meyer, tho 
supposed widow of Btuim, 
Muller and 


Dr. Meyer were with Mrs. Meyer when 
she got the check. 


Dwight Burde, o£ the New York Life 


Insurance company, identified the policy 
issued by his company to Brandt. 


Mrs. Muller, wife of the accused doctor's 


accomplice, suid she was married April 
84, 18D3, hy Justice of the Peace Brayton. 
She said the idea of marriage was Mullcr's, 
after they had lived together since Janu- 
ary, 1898.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Tlie trial of. Dr. 


Meyer for the murder by poison of Ludwig 
Brandt was resumed yesterday. Daniel 
G. Gillette, manager of the department of 
revision of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, was called. Mr. Gillette said 
that when Meyer -was arrested the witness 
was aware that Wlmmeis or Muller Uod 
furnished 
information 
against Meyer. 


The $500 reward received by Mallar was 
paid by the Mutnal "Lifo Insurance com- 
pany. The witness Sftid. that no money 
nad been promised Muller for testifying 
tu the case. 


Thomas J. Mumford, manager of the 


Etna Life Insurance company, in New 
York, first saw the prisoner iu April, 1892, 
with IVIrs. Meyer when she called to col- 
lect the claim on Brandt's life for S1000. 


Cyrus Munn of tha Washington Life 


Insurance company identified tho policy 
for $3000 made out in. the name of. Baum 
and testified to the payment of the death 
claim for tha-t amount to Mrs. Meyer, the 
supposed widow of Baum. 
Muller and 


Dr. Meyer were vritu Mrs. Meyer whon 
she got the check. 


Dwight Burde, of the New York Life 


Insurance company, identified the policy 
issued by his company to Brandt. 


Mrs. Muller, wifeof the accused doctor's 


accomplice, said she -was married April 
24,1803, by Justice ol the Peace Brayton. 
She said the Idea of marriage was Muller's, 
after they had lived together since Janu- 
ary, 1898,

The mail boat Louise 
Dagnmr, with 4G passengers on board, has 
been unable to make a landing at Folke 
stone, and then tried to enter Dover, but 
tb.3 storm was ao severe that she was 
obliged to put to sea again. Great anx- 
iety is expressed for-her safety. 


TI5E REVENUE BILL. 


Ita ^Features Not Known to tlie Ways and 


Means Minority. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Messrs.. Reed 


and Burrows made another effort yester- 
day to get the Democratic members of the 
ways and means committee to give the 
minority some indication as to what the 
internal revenue features of the tariff bill 
would contain, and from what sources 
the majority expected to obtain the neces- 
sary revenue to supply existing and 
prospective deficiencies.

The Situation JCxpl.uluo(l. 


Th'o .adoption ' oil tho resolutions was 


preceded by speeches of many leading 
citizens, chief of which -vvas that of Tf. 
M. 


Hatch, the leading lawyer in Hawaii and 
president of, tlio Annex- club. Mr. Hatch 
said: 


"Follow OitixoTis—You have been in- 


vi.fcod tonight, to discuss our political ait- 
nation. We are confronted by the decla- 
ration of Secretai-y Ores ham that royalty 
must be restored and our government de- 
stroyed. • His report has t;tvcu us the op- 
portunity to be heard. Final action will 
bo taken upoivthis issue. 


"At present we are-proceeding merely 


upon newspaper reports which have buen 
received here. Certainly any action taken 
by the congress of the United-States of 
America cannot bo resisted by anybody 
in.this community. Wo do not meet here 
tonight to defy- the power all the United 
States, nor to villify those at present in 
charge of tho govurnment of the United 
States.

"But wo meet with the hope that our 


words will be heard by congress. 
There 


•were certain features in the letter ctf Mr. 
Oresham which show that he is proceed- 
ing upon false assumptions. Chief among 
these false assumptions is one which 
seems to underlie the whole letter, that 
there has been submitted to the arbitra- 
tion oil the President of tho United States 
tho 'question, whether or not wo had tho 
right to estaiblish a government in this 
country.- I challenge, that assumption. 


"The assumption is false in every re- 


spect. Has thcr.o been ..any issue raised? 
Has the provisional government sub- 
mitted to the decision of anybody its right 
to exist? No. From the nature of things 
tho government which started in. revolu- 
tion, though now a government clcjuvo us 
well as do facto, could not submit the 
question of legality of its existence to any 
arbitration, because its right .lay iu its 
might.

The Lafeor Coutest Turned Into a 


Loetout. 


, Dec. 13.—Tlie great strike 
|n tho wo'ol mill district is a ttiing of the 
past. Its managers have been outgen- 
eralled by the millionaire manufacturers, 
its tftclc lias "been broken, and the situation 
is now changed froin a strike on the part 
of the opovivtives rto"a general lockout on. 
the part of mill owners. 


The woolen mill district o£ Providence 


never experienced a day similar to yester- 
day. "Workmen were disheartened, mill 
owners were relentless and women and 
childi'Rii wept in. the streets of.Ohieyville, 
wept frpin. hunger and .from cold. Tha 
situation is one llli'at' has no equal in tliis 
city since the pimtc of 1857. 


Six thousand people have been out 13 


weeks on a strike for a return, of their old 
schedule of wages. Dependent tipon the 
earuings oi this rmmbor pi operatives are, 
it is estimated, 13,000 people. '. The strikers 
are without resources, afid financial aid 
rolls in slowly. In arrears .iri their rents 
and store bills, With the thermometer 
near zero, arid with little or''no fuel ou 
hand, the operatives now, that .they are 
shut out from returning to work, have, as 
a rule, but ono course left, imd that is to 
apply at tho city poorhouso for "aid. 


Such is the condition amoii^ the strikers 
that the chief of police has i-easo n to antici- 
pate trouble, as the operatives are becojn- 
ing.dBspcvutOiinrl every available officer-has 
been summoned to his station to bo ready 
for a special call in case any attempt is 
made to injure the property of the mill 
owners.

The strikers held, meetings yesterday, 


but were at sea as'to the best course to 
pursue. The executive committee.voted 
to do'bu'siiiess with the mauufucturer-s as 
a combine, but when they started out to 
visit them they were again disappointed. 


Business Men Draw"'Out.'." 


Charles Metcher of the Providence Na- 


tional mills "did not appear, and it was 
found that Treasurer King of the Kiver- 
sido mills was iu Boston. 
Nothing could 


then be done but await the return, of the 
two leading manufacturers. The business 
men met and voted to take no further 
part iu the directing or bringing about of 
a settlement unless requested to do ao by 
the parties interested. 


Superintendent Farwell of the Saranac 


mills said: "It is a lockout liow and must 
110 longer be called a 'strike. 'Had the 
operatives tit the meetings held Friday 
and Saturday lust voted to return to work 
and not have tried to toy -with .the5 mill 
owners this action would not have been 
taken. The UVea of closing theiv mills 
was not decided upon until Monday, 
because up to that timo all negotiations 
had been conducted with the, idea of re- 
suming work, and it was expected that 
the resumption 
would 
occur Monday 


morning. 
The delay in 'accepting the 


terms 011 the part of the strikers gave the 
mamifacttirers an opportunity-of. learning 
a feature ot the plans of the_ strikers 
which had not before been appreciated." 


The strikers, he said, are all massed to- 


gether iu ono large organination. They 
also have organization,} of trades and 
shops. They planned to go to work in the 
Providence 'National' and 
: Saranac mills 
and continue, the fight at the "Weybossot 
and Riverside mills. 
"Those who were 


going to work in our mills were planning 
to aid those who were to stay out from the 
others," he said. "With such an organ- 
ization as that it was evident that there 
was going to be trouble, and .the mills 
could not undertake to fight them indi- 
vidually., If it had permitted- .that, it 
would have resulted in dissension among 
tho manufacturers. 


"If we had resumed work in the National 


and Saranac mills and the light was long 
and bitter against the other two, then we 
would have been forced to break from the 
standard scale, which would have forced 
us in turn to make further concessions 
which we could not . afford 
to make. 


Therefore it was necessary for the manu- 
facturers to stand together, and on lea,i'n- 
ing of the determination of the strikers to 
resume work nb our mills and continue 
the fight at the others, the mill owners 
agreed to keep together." 


Mr. ITarwell'stated that n'O'settlement 


would now be made except a general set- 
tlement, and added: "I know that there is 
going to be trouble, and regret it very 
much, but knowing, it I am' forced to 
recoghiiib all the more the-'necessity for 
the manufacturers to stand 
: together." 


The strikers through their executive com- 
mittee will issue au appeal to the public.

The ^itiuition Kxpluiucd. 


Ta'u adoption of tlit resolutions was 


preceded by speeches of many leading 
citizens, chief of which -was that of F. T\l. 
Hatch, the leading lawyer ia Hawaii and 
president of,the Aimex club. Mr. Hatch 
said: 


"Fellow Citizens—You have been in- 


vited touicht to discuss our political sit- 
aution. "\\"e are confronted by the decla- 
ration of Secretary Gresham that royalty 
must be restored and our government de- 
stroyed. His report has given us the op- 
portunity to he heard. I''iiJ;il action will 
be- taken upon this issue. 


'•At present we are proceeding merely 


upon newspaper reportB which hnve. been 
received, here. Certainly any action taken 
by the coiisrresd of the "United States of 
America cannot be resisted by anybody 
in this community. AVe do not meet here 
tonight to defy the power of the United 
States, nor to villify those at present in 
charge of the government of the United 
States. 


"But we meet with the hope that our 


words \vill be heard by congress- 
There 


•were certain features in the letter Of 3Ir. 
Gresham which show that he is proceed 
ing upon false assumptions. Chief among 
these falsi: assumptions is one whicl 
seems to underlie the whole letter, that 
there has been submitted to the arbitra- 
tion of tht President o£ the United States 
the question whether or not we had the 
right to establish a government in this 
country.- I challenge that {Ls.sumptioa. 


''The assumption is false in every re- 


spect. Has there been any issue raised? 
lias the provisional .government sub- 
Biitted to the decision of anybody its right 
to exist? Xo. From the nature of things 
the government which started iij revolu- 
tion, though now a government de jure as- 
well as de facto, could not submit the 
question of legality of its existence to any 
arbitration, because its right lay in its 
might. 
Having satisfied our conscience 


as to the justness of our cause, we depend 
upon mir might, and we are answerable 
to no other power. 


Investigation ^*ot .JudiciaJ. 


"I brand as false the claim that we 


have pnt in issue the question whether 01 
not we are proceeding legally in overturn- 
big a, corrupt and rotten monarchy. 


"Has the president of the United States 


Bp to this point pretended to have been 
scting in a judicial capacity? I say that 
bis acts do not 'justify that assiunption- 
An arbitrator or"a- judge would not HITLT 
fere with the existing status of the par- 
ries. On gaining his scat the President oi 
ths United States immediately lowered 
the American nag aj-.d thereby changed 
tte status of the parties. 


"That was not the act of a judge. 


Again, has he -notified anybody that he 
was proceeding with a judicial investiga- 
tion* IIus he given any notice that a 
hearing would be held ou such a date? 
Has he notified that witnesses were being 
examincd? Has he given anybody an op- 
portunity Co be heard? Hns he given any- 
body on our side the opportunity to cross- 
examine these witnesses or to confront 
them? 
"It can hardly be contended that (.lie 


provisional government, and we represent- 
ing the supporters of that government, 
have submitted .our rights to exist to 
James Blonr.i.

•which, it is charged, was submitting its 
right to exist to the decision of one man? 


•'1 challenge the right of the chief execu- 


tive of tbe United States of bis own 
motion to nndo the act of any of his pre- 
decessors. Congress may do it. Congress 
^igg the fall power, bat Grover Cleveland 
had no more right, legally or morally, to 
undo the act of Benjamin Harrison tnan 
he had to nndo any act of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
- 
_"Eqt, waiving all these considerations,

Lockout. 


PROVIDENCE, Dec. 13.—The great strike 


In the wool mill district is a thing of the 
past. 
Ita managers have been outgen- 


erallud by the millionaire manufacturers, 
Its back has been broken, and the situation 
is row changed from a strike on the part 
of tke operatives to a general lockout on 
the part of mill owners. 


The woolen mill district of Providence 


never experienced a, day .fimilar to yester- 
day. Workmen were di.sheurtened, mill 
owners were relentless and women [vnd 
ciiildren wept in the streets of Olneyville, 
wept from hunger mill ii-om cold. The 
situation is one tli'iit has no equal in this 
city since the ptinlc of 1857. 


Six thousand people liuve been out 13 


weeks on n strike lor ,1 return oi their old 
Bchedulc of wages. Dependent'upon the 
earnings of tiii.s number of operatives are, 
it is estimated, 15,000 people. The strikers 
are without resources, and financial aid 
rolls in slowly. In arrears in their rents 
and store bills, with the thermometer 
nenr zero, and with little or no fuel ou 
hand, the operatives no\v. that they are 
slmt ont from returning to work, have, as 
a rule, hut aim course- left, imd that is to 
apply at the city poorhouse for aid. 


Such is the condition amonij the strikers 


that the ch ief of police has reason to antici- 
pate trouble, as the operatives are "becom- 
ing/I esperute und every available officer hag 
been -summoned to his station to be ready 
for a special call in case tiny attempt is 
made to injure the property of the mill 
owners. 


The strikers hold meetings yesterday, 


bnt were at sea as to the best course to 
pursue. The executive committee voted 
to do business with the manufacturers as 
a combine, but when they started out to 
visit them they we.re again disappointed.

Charles Fletcher of the Providence Na- 


tional mills did not appear, and it was 
found that Treasurer King of the River- 
side mills was in Boston. 
Nothiug could 


theu be done but await the return o£ the 
two leading manufacturers. The business 
men met and voted to take no further 
part in the directing or bringing about of 
K. settlement unless requested to do so by 
the parties interested. 


Superintendent Farwell of theSoranac 


mills said: "It. is a. lockout no\v and must 
no longer be called a strike. Had the 
operatives at the meetings held Friday 
and Saturday last voted to return Lo work 
flud not have tried to toy with the" mill 
owners this action would not have been 
taken. The uie.'i of closing their mills 
was not decided upon until Monday, 
because up to that time all negotiations 
hud been conducted with the idea of re- 
suming work, and it was expected that 
the resumption would 
occur Monday 


morning. 
The delay in accepting the 


terms on the part of the strikers gave the 
manufacturers an opportunity of lesrmug 
a feature of the plans of the_ strikers 
which had not before been appreciated." 


The strikers, he said, are all massed to- 


gether in one large organization. They 
also have organizations of trades and 
shops. The)' planned to go to work in the 
Providence National and Snrarjac mills 
and continue, the fight at the Weybossct 
and Riverside mills. 
"Those wao were 


going to work in our mills were planning 
to aid those who were to stay out from the 
others/7 he said, ""With such an organ- 
ization as that it was evident that there 
was going to be trouble, and tho mills 
could not undertake to fight them indi- 
vidually.. If it had permitted that, it 
would have resulted in dissension among 
the manufacturers. 


"If we had resumed work in the National 


ami Saranac mills and the light was long 
and bitter against the other two, then we 
would have been forced to break from the 
standard scale, which would have forced 
us in turn to make further concessions 
which we could not altord to make. 
Therefore it was necessary for the manu- 
facturers to stand together, and on learn- 
ing of the determination of the strikers to 
resume work at our mills and continue 
the fight at the others, the mill owners 
agreed to keep together." 


Mr. Farwell stated that ucr settlement 


would now be made except a general set- 
tlement, and added: "I know that there is 
going to he trouble, and regret it very 
much, but knowing it I am forced to 
recognize all the more the necessity for 
the manufacturers to stand together." 
The strikers through, their executive com- 
mittee will issue an appeal to tho public.
